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"It’s an historical event and it’s 

far too important to American his- . - 

lory to allow it’s use to he dictated 
by a copyright owner who has 
shown no sensitivity for its impor- 
tance and for the uses which schol- 
ars and writers want to make of 
it," said James 11. Lesar, an attorney 
and vice president of the Assassi- 
nation Archives, a private research 
group. 

Mr. Zapruder. reached by tele- 
phone late yesterday, refused to an- 
swer specific questions about the 
suit, but said the family only 
charges people who use the film 
for commercial purposes. 



Suit filed over copyright 
on film of JFK's death 

The son of Abraham Zapruder, 
the Late dress manufacturer who 
recorded with a home movie cam- 
era the assassination of John K 
Kennedy, should be stopped from 
selling rights to the famous footage 
for up to $30,000, two researchers 
said yesterday in a lawsuit. 

The U.S. District Court suit ar- 
gued that Henry G. Zapruder, a 
Washington tax lawyer, should not 
have a copyright claim to the 8mm 
film that captured for history the 
shooting of Kennedy 25 years ago 
next month.
